For the past two weeks the festi- 


val’s organizers have been wor king 
“hammer and tong” on a plan for 
next summer's events. Kulich said 
He added that fears of disinterest 
among organizers, or that the cul- 
tural component will be second- 
rate, are unfounded. 

“To suggest that there is come 
kind of agenda that the cultural 
program should not be as strong as 
it can be is completely unfounded,” 
he said. Organizers intend to make 
the festival “as strong as can possi- 
bly be done, for the amount of 
funding that can be obtained for it.” 

Kulich, who produced opening 
and closing ceremonies for the 
Commonwealth Games at Victoria 
in 1994 and for Winnipeg’s Pan Am 
Games last summer, promises a 
quality festival. 

“To the question of this being a 
big street party, my answer is no. 
This is a celebration and there is a 
radical difference between that and 
a Street party, like you'd have at 
Grey Cup. It is not a big booze up.” 

That’s a relief to Mahon, who 
says the city’s arts community has 
an outstanding reputation to pro- 
tect and won't rally around just 
anything. 

He is of the opinion that the 
games needs the arts community 
more than the arts community 
needs the games. 

“We don’t want to go back to the 
days when we were at the fringes 
of everything . . . we’re not looking 
at this as something to save us or to 
legitimize us.” 

Kulich said he understands the 
arts community wants a to see 
events that represent it properly. 

“I totally understand that under 
the circumstances the arts commu- 
nity has questions and concerns,” 
he said. “We can do something sig- 
nificant.” 

A meeting between games orga- 
nizers and members of the arts 
community will be held within a 
couple of weeks to ‘discuss ‘festival 
plans. 

And Mahon, for one, is willing to 
listen to what organizers have to 


say. 

“My sense is that Marti and that 
crowd understand the issues,” 
Mahon said. “He is gonna try and 
pull together something and we 
need to give the guy a chance to 
see what he has in mind — we

“A lot of people really liked the 
record,” she says of the album she 
handed to Def Jam. “Nobody knew 
how to get behind it.” 

A disappointing aspect of leay- 
ing the deal behind was that she 
also left a finished album, 
Mending, which, at least for now, 
may never see the light of day on 
these shores. She’s managed to 
attract the attention of some allies 
in Japan and the U.K. who are try- 
ing to license the album, so it may 
someday be available as an 
import. 

The up side to all of this is that 
Kinnie Starr is happy with the way 
things have turned out. She has a 
new album, Tune Up, which she’s 
releasing on her own Violet Inch 
Records, and now sees things pro- 
gressing as she wishes. Being 
indie once again may have some- 
thing to do with that. 

“You can make more money and 
you can contro] your career a lot 
better.” 

It’s a reality that a lot of fans 
looking. in don’t realize. 
Financially it costs the artist a lot 
more just to be with a major label 
and the financial results that 
should come with success take a 
while to arrive. 

“If you're working with a record

label you're lucky to get like a 12 
per cent royalty rate. I had a high 
royalty rate because there were a

That might sound harsh, but 
that’s a reality. Starr would have 
had to move 300,000 albums 
before she saw her first penny. As 
an indie, although she puts up all 
the cash, it doesn’t take long for 


the balance sheet to look a lot 
healthier. 

“You're already making money 
off of 2,000 records, depending on 
your manufacturing costs.” 

Artistic freedom isn’t always 
easy to maintain. When you're 
playing on the fringes like Starr, 
it’s a given that some nights you're 
not always going to please every- 
one. Your audience won't always 


be filled with listeners that want 
to be confronted with someone 
new and challenging. 

“That happens a lot,” she Says, 
“but that doesn’t bother me. 
There's always going to be people 
who don’t like what you do. I used 
to get sad and think that I suck. 
Now I just figure, well, they have a 
right to hate what I do, you know I 
don’t care.”

There’s no place like Hom 


Sevendust discovers hard rock stardom has its price

long with the wailing (yet

bers of the band Sevendust are 
also possessed of a mighty 
sense of irony. After all, they 
chose to call their second album 
on the TVT label Home. And 
that’s one place where the band 
members have not spent much 
time over the past two years, 
having been sequestered in a 
studio, then promptly dis- 
patched to the road to support 
said release 

There was one break for the 
band, however, when vocalist 
Lajon Witherspoon and drum- 
mer Morgan Rose both became 
dads, thereby derailing tour 
plans that would have brought 
them to Edmonton with 
Machine Head, Coal Chamber 
and Slipknot last year (to add 
insult to irony, Rose’s wife 
Rayna Foss is Coal Chamber's 
regular bass player — they 
made the gig by hiring a replace- 
ment). The paternity leave did 
not last long. 

“I had my wife in the hospital 
right after the birth, cuz it 
wasn’t really very smooth, so I 
was home for a week,” Rose 
said, from a tour stop in 
Madison, Wisconsin, where the 
band was about to share a stage 
with Slipknot. “Then I took her 
from the hospital with the baby 
into the house at about seven 
o’clock one evening and was in 
a car going to the airport at five 
the next morning, so I didn’t 
really get much time.” 

Nor has he been home much 
since. The Sevendust touring 
machine is in full gear, with the 
Atlanta-based band alternating 
nights with the mayhem of 
Slipknot and the Christian- 
tinged pop-metal of Creed. It’s 
with the latter band and Alberta- 
boys-made-good Nickelback 
that Sevendust finally makes 


their Edmonton date on 
Thursday, June 8 at the 


Skyreach Centre. For Rose, it’s 
meant missing out on the first 
few months of his daughter’s 
life. 

“It’s kind of hard to reintro- 
duce yourself to your child. 
Every time you go home you've 
kind of got to remind her that 
you're her dad.” 

But he’s quick to add the

Beginning next 
year, the annual ARIA Awards will 
be foregone in lieu of the Prairie 
Music Alliance Awards, the PMA 
being an amalgam of the recording 
industry associations of Alberta, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 

In previous years, ARIA has 
taken much flak for the fact any 
one could be a member by cough 
ing up the dough for a membership 
and any member could vote 
Hence, someone could be buying 
votes, a scummy thought at best 
To counteract the slagging, ARIA 
did not put a limit on the amount 
of nominees in a category (though 
in some cases, that number 
approached 30) and had the sub- 
missions juried out of province 

It was interesting seeing where 
the awards were given out after 
having been juried. As with any 
awards shows, there are some 
head shakers, the big one this past 
weekend being the fact P.J. Perry 
did not take home the hardware 
for Best Jazz Artist for his recent 
album cut with the Edmonton 
Symphony Orchestra. Go figure. 

Multiple winners were: the leg-

Lay For Me Sometime off Joe 

Beard’s 1996 disc Blues Union 
and you'd swear the ghost of Light- 
nin’ Hopkins was leading the ses- 
sion. 

Those alternately clipped and 
elasticized notes from Beard’s 
electric six-string sound uncannily 
like the signature sound that 
always notified listeners Hopkins 
was moving in for the musical kill. 

For all the classic blues musi- 
cians emulated on stages and in 
studios these days, Hopkins is one 
who doesn’t get the notice that, 
say, the sounds of the late Muddy 
Waters or Jimmy Reed seem to 
receive. So it’s refreshing that one 
of Beard’s influences is a late leg- 
end whose sound deserves to stay 
alive. 

Born in Mississippi in the "30s, 
Beard has heard it all in his time. 
The first chapter saw him hit the 
road as a young man and he even- 
tually wound up in Chicago where 
he soaked up the sounds of Jimmy 
Reed and Sonny Boy Williamson. 

By the 1960s he had settled in 
Rochester, New York and as it 
would happen his next door neigh- 
bor was none other than legendary 
Delta blues singer Son House, with 
whom he became friends and did 
some front porch picking. 

As a performer who worked 
weekends as a musician, Beard 
became a mainstay on the Roch- 
ester blues scene, opening shows 
for every major touring blues act 
that came through that city. 

Flip the calendar ahead a couple 
of decades and Beard started get- 
ting recognition from younger, 
established bluesmen like Ronnie 
Earl and Duke Robillard. Both 
players cut dises for the Audio- 
Quest label with Beard and guests 
such as saxophonist David 
“Fathead” Newman coming along 
for the ride.

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In Things I Didn't Feel — The 
Thoughts of C.D. Hill, Fidler 
doesn’t simply recite his poems. 
He uses music, video and audience 
participation to link the poems 
together and tell the story of the 
fictitious character C.D. Hill. 

In February, Fidler and his 
friends Brenton Bentz and Jason 
Hannley were approached by 
NeXtFest producer Glenda Sterl- 
ing, who asked them to perform in 
the festival. The trio agreed, but 
they didn’t know what they'd pro- 
duce. ¢ 

“We thought it might be more 
difficult to start something rew,.” 
Fidler said. So they decided to put 
music to Fidler’s poems and create 
a play out of it. 


They asked local musician Ben 
Sures to write and play the music 
for the production. Sure eagerly 
signed on, knowing that he would 
be responsible for composing all 
the music. 

With Fidler acting, Bentz direct- 
ing and Hannley on set design, the 
result of their collaborative effort 
is a play the guys describe as. “Pee 
Wee’s Play House after the actor 
(Paul Rubens) got caught mastur- 
bating in the theatre.” 

The play starts out with a song, 
similar to the opening of a chil- 
dren’s show. Fidler then staggers 
onto the stage dressed in a suit 
and tie with black suede pants, 
holding a bottle of booze in one 
hand and a pack of smokes in the 


other. After sitting in his chair, tak- 
ing a sip of his drink, which drib- 
bles off his chin onto the floor, and 
lighting his cigarette, Fidler 
launches into his first poem, enti- 
tled Why is there a K in knife? 

All the poems are thematically 
associated and highlight the differ- 
ent events in the life of C.D. Hill. 
“Everything from his girlfriend 
leaving him to his pet turtle dying, 
to his descent into the darkness 
with drinking and how he deals 
with all of that,” Hannley said.

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Never Mind the Bollocks... 


More than two decades after the Sex Pistols turned rock on its ear, a new documentary gives the band a chance to set the record straighf

Ai} kay, here we go. Early Sex 
| gigs, right. All the 
people, y’know, all the 
front-row lot, they all ended up in 
bands, and hence you got the punk 
movement.

It’s tempting to say the rest is 
history, but the legacy of that 
band, the Sex Pistols, and the 
musical genre they are credited (or 
blamed) for inventing is still so 
influential in so many areas of cul- 
ture and society, it seems impossi 
ble that a quarter-century could 
have elapsed since the term ‘punk 
rock’ was coined. 

In 1976, the Sex Pistols were a 
slap in 


the face to the vacuousness and 
élitism of contemporary pop. They 
were a potent threat to the morals 
values of mainstream British 
society, which remained staunchly 
oblivious to the smoldering eco- 
racial and class tensions 





nomic, 
threatening to burst into flame in 
their own back yards. And, accord- 
ing to Julien Temple, director of 
the new Pistols documentary The 
Filth and the Fury, they were a 
breath of fresh air to disenfran 
chised British youth. 

“Just by chance, when I was 
starting out at film school (in 
1975), I came across them rehears- 
ing in a warehouse in the east end 
of London,” Temple recalls. “They 
were so different from what was 
going on.

Nonetheless, the band’s account 
of their short-but-brilliant career 
was never presented, nor did it 
look like it ever would be, until 20 
hours of previously unseen Sex 
Pistols footage turned up. Temple 
had gone on to become a noted 
film and music video director (for 
the Kinks, Janet Jackson and Tom 
Petty, among others). He says he 
knew the Sex Pistols’ side of the 
story hadn’t been told, but he 
hadn’t considered himself the 
obvious person to do it. 

“It’s good to surprise people — 
that was one of the reasons the 
idea of making this film was inter-

A death 
knell to the movement, Sid 
Vicious’ defenestration of My Way 
served as a filmic epitaph to the 
movement and to the Pistols’ bass 
player, whose death was not far 
off.

Cox) — Stylized restagement of 
Sid Vicious and his American girl- 
friend’s quest for oblivion made 
punk a hot commodity again for a 
few months in 1986, but alas the 
world had to wait until 1990 before 
it really broke.

Economic depression, gender 
inequality and homophobia are 
rampant, communities are falling 
apart and the state’s response is to 
ignore the problem till it blows up

Perhaps it is all the more heart- 
ening then, to find within this 
pockets of sympathy and cogent 
analysis. Noteworthy are the inter- 
views with Brandon's former girl- 
friends, who appear unruffled by 
Brandon’s gender bending and 
candidly discuss his attributes as a 
boyfriend. These women tran- 
scend mere liberal tolerance; they 
are radically refusing bodily evi- 
dence and throughout their talks 
seem comfortable to refer to 
Brandon-as both a she and a he. 
Their stance is almost a challenge 
to the viewer. 

Directors Susan Muska and 
Greta Oiafsdottir use their seem- 
ingly unlimited access to optimal 
effect by intercutting their various 
interviews into a dialogue of sorts; 
a discussion both terrifying and 
mesmerizing. The Brandon Teena 
Story is all that documentary film 
should be and more than any sum- 
mer blockbuster will be. It’s an

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A new Kind of hero 


Badami follows up on first novel with touching work

on’t let the small-scale domes- 
Di: setting fool you. Anita Rau 

Badami’s sophomore novel The 
Hero’s Walk is about big-scale 
heroism. 

‘It’s a novel about so many 
things — loss, disappointment, 
choices and the importance of 
coming to terms with yourself and 
the circumstances of your life 
without losing the dignity embed- 
ded in all of us,” the 38-year-old 
author says. 

“At one level it is about heroism 
— not the hero of the classic epic, 
those enormous god-sized heroes 
— but my fascination with the day- 
to-day heroes and the heroism 
that’s needed to survive all the 
unexpected disasters and pitfalls 
of life.” 

Also rebelling against the “card- 
board cutout” heroes churned out 
by the Bollywood/Hollywood 
machinery, Badami specifically 
created a protagonist as distant 
from the fictional epic/action hero 
as she could manage. 

Her protagonist, Sripathi Rao, is 
a disenchanted copywriter heading 
a large, gloriously messy, won- 
drously loud family. 

His mission: he is trying to keep 
the crumbling family home intact 
in the face of the terrors of the 
modern world and through daunt- 
ing personal tragedy, including the 
death of an estranged daughter in 
Canada and the adoption of the 
orphaned seven-year-old grand- 
daughter. 

In effect, Badami doesn’t think 
she’s straying too far from the true 
roots of the construction of the 
heroic idea. 

“I’ve always believed that the 
big, oversized heroes themselves 
had to start off as smaller local 
heroes who were then elevated 
into the heroes of mythology,” she 
explains.
